and have no other means but the common frame 
and the hotbed to produce them, the materials tor 
the bed should 3e p together by the middle of 
January, and should be 
make à bed two feet longer and wider than tho 
frame. Jf a proportion of tree leaves can be 
obtained to mix with the manure, preference 
being given to oak leaves, the period of mixing 
and turning may be shortened considerably. The 
great difficulty that amateurs find in hotbeds 
made altogether with stable manure is the bed 
speedily becomes too hot for the plants, and 
when the heat declines it rapi becomes 
too cold for growth. This is owing chiefly to 
lack of preparation in the first instance. In pre- 
paring manure for bi we must in the 
instance have plenty of it, and afterwards so pre- 
pare it by turning and mixing as to drive off the 
rankness without injury to its genial heating 
power. The heap is first shaken to pieces and 
thrown together iu a cone-shaped mass. When it 
gets warm, and the steam begins to issue from it, 
it must be turned over and thoroughly shaken, 
separating the particles of manure as much as 
»sible, and throwing the outside of the heap 
into the middle, so that every part of the heap 
may be exposed to the puritying powers of heate 
ing to drive off the rankness. This turning, 
shakinz, aud mixing will require to be done two 
or three times, or till the whole becomes sweet. 
lt any dry patches appear, they must be watered, 
as dry manure will not give out any warinta. 
When the manure has been properly fermented, 
the bed may be set out by driviug a stake down 
ateach corner to mark out the site, and theu 
build up the bed regularly, applying the necessary 
pressure, keeping the sides perpendicular, or 
nearly so, until the requisite height has been 
reached, which should not for early cucumbers be 
less than 5ft. high at back and Art. at the front. 
The frame should then be placed over the bet 
and be matted up till the temperature is right, 
which, if the manure has been properly prepared, 
will be in about a week. A watch-stick should be 
thrust into the centre of the bed inside the frame, 
and when this stick shows the temperature of 
the bed has become steady and yenial, put in the 
hills of soil, and when the soil is warm through, 
set out the plants. Warm coverings will be 
necessary at night, and probably warm linings 


also, 
The Early Border. 


There either is, or should be, an early horder ir 
every garden, and parts of this should be 
prepa now for early peas and beans, if not 
already planted. The border for early potatoes 
should be well manured and thrown up in a 
rough condition. Early horn carrot and radishes 
may be sown shortly. Lettuces and cabbages may 
be planted in open weather uow. 


Pruning Apricots and Peaches. 


The crop of apricots is generally taken partly 
from artificial spurs which have veen created by 
pruning, and partly from short natural spurs, 
which have formed on the young branches withe 
out any aid from the knife. L need hardly say 
that the natural spurs, should be encouraged as 
much as possible as the blossoms on them he 
close to the wall and are less exposed to the 
weather and are more easily sheltered. To obtain 
these natural spurs the main branches must be 
trained far enough apart to permit of young 
shoots being trained in between them in summer, 
and it is on these young shoots, if well ripened, 
that the best and strongest blossoms will be pro- 
duced. In pruning apricots, therefore, we must 
take into consideration in what manner we want 
the trees to bear, and use the knite accordingly. 
It a few of the old branchesare removed young 
wood can be laid in, but itis not wise to move too 
rapidly in this direction, although many apricot 
trees would be improved by a good thinning of 
the branches, which, in many instances, are toe 
much crowded to ripen the buds. 


The Peach and Nectarine 


| hear their fruit chiefly on the young wood of the 


preceding year, and in pruninz it 15 necessary to 
thin out the wood considerably ; especially cut out 
as many as possibly of the shoots which carried 
the last crop, to give room for young wood. There 
are two objects to be kept steadily in view in 
peach prunlug. We must have room, not only for 
the wood weare laying on to bear the crop this 
year, but for the young shoots which must be 
trained up for bearing next ATA The great evil 
to guard against in peach culture on walls is overe 
crowding of the wood in summer. and the founda- 
tion of this is laid at the winter pruning. The 
bearing shoots should uot be trained nearer to 
each other than six inches, and in shortening 
back, eut to firm ripe wood, leaving a wood bud, 
which can easily be distinguished from a flower 
hud by its elongated shape, to carry on the lead.
